The heir 
te-the throne, James, Duke of 
York, brother of the King, was 
a Roman Catholic and there 
were many who felt it might 
be wise to revert to the old 
faith before James ascended 
the throne There were many 
more, however, who dreaded 
the return of the authority of 
the Pope and were willing to 
do much to avert it.

Catholics, among them Arch- 
bishop Plunket, Primate of 
Ireland, met their deaths as 
traitors at Tyburn. Each of 
these die@ protesting his in- 
nocence and it is Miss Lane's 
intention to prove them inno- 
cent enough.
